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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicants that Tamayo provides data 
transformation, but does not address the fact that the data transformation is user predefined, i.e., predefined by use. Neither Tamayo nor Wu teaches or 
suggest this feature. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & 
Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). However, Tamayo does disclose the limitation as argued and does address the fact that data 
transformation are user predefined (paragraph [0014] "...plurality data sources... user based data"). Further, as argued by the Applicants that Wu does not 
teach or suggest that the reusable instructions are reusable over more than one program. However, the limitation plurality data model is taught by 
Tamaya, See paragraph [0014] "...plurality of database tables... sleeted data...". Therefore, the rejection is proper and maintained herein. 
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
